Enormous Dividends of the Latter Bloated 

\ Corporation—Paying 70 and 60 Per Cent. 
Per Annum Dividends—Its Rapacity—The 
Two Offers for the City to Consider—Im- 
portant to Every Citizen. 


The was war has at last come to a head. 
As the result of the present competition the 
Laclede Gaslight Company will submit to 
he CityCouneil to-night a proposition which 
will be almost startling to the St. Louis Com- 
pany, and which will be viewed as a move 
hn the right direction by all tax-payers and 
fas consumers. 

The proposition was finally perfected at a 

neeting of the directory, which was held at 
the office, corner of Eleventh street and|Wash- 
ngton avenue, this morning. In effect the 
rms offered to the city will be as follows: 
Che directors of the Laclede Company 
wk that an ordinance be _ passed 
fiving that company the sole right to 
manufacture and sell gas in the city of St. 
Lonuis.- In return for this privilege the com- 
pany pledges itself to abide by 
fie FOLLOWING TERMS AND CONDITIONS: 
{n the first place, it agrees that the board of 
lirectors of the company shall consist of 
tine members, and that the May- 
x and Comptroller shall be “for 
all time to come _ ex-officio members 
pf the Board, with the same powers and the 
same right to vote as any of the remaining 
seven members. Further, the company 
agrees to bind itself to make a written and 
sworn return to the City of St. Louis, an- 
bually,showing earnings, expenditures and 
®t profits, Lastly, the pledge is given that 
the stockholders are to be allowed to retain 
a share of the net profits équal to an annual 
dividend of 8 per cent., and that the balance 
of the profits are to be paid over to the city 
of St. Louis. 

THE CONDITION IS MADE ABSOLUTE 
that the Laclede Company shall! get an ex- 
clusive franchise. This means that in 1890, 
when the charter of the St. Louis Company 
expires, the same is not to be renewed. 
The Laclede Gaslight Company is to get 
the exclusive right to all that territory. The 
proposition to be submitted to the Council 
to-night provides that the agréement above 
specified shall go into effect just as soon as 


the ordinance becomes a law. The 
directors of the Laclede state em- 
phatically that they are willing 


to begin to live up to the terms of the agree- 
ment in their own district immediately, and 
to wait until 1890 to get control of the terri- 
tory of the oldercompany. This proposition 
will be read to the Council at the meeting 
this evening, and a copy of it is now ready 
to be delivered to each member of that body. 
A Post-DisPpaTcu reporter, who heard 
ahout the matter, called at the company’s 
office and there met Mr. Etastus Wells and 
The gentlemen were 
not af all desirous that the matter 
should\ be published, preferring to’ 
Wait uhtil the matter had been first 
‘made public in the Council Chamber. 
When the reporter had stated the details as 
given above 
MR. WELLS, HOWEVER, STATED 
that they were all correct. “I would prefer 
that you would not publish the matter,” said 
Mr. Wells, “‘butas you know about it, of 
course, I cannot dictdte to you. I 
think that that proposition is 
a. fair as anybody can expect. 
‘There is no bank, nor any prosperous 
Jarge manufacturing establishment in the 
city of St. Louis which does not make 8 per 
centon its investment. They reasonably 
expect to do it.” 
“How will it be If the net profits do not 
amount to a dividend of 8 per cent?’ 
“Kemember, we do not ask the city to 
guarantee that our dividends shall be more 
than 8 percent. All we state is that we wil! 
pay over to the eity all the profit in excess of 
that amount. Then you see the city will 
have a voice in the directory, and vote in 
determining what price will be charged for 
gas, What improvements are to be made, etc. 
After we have got our 8 per cent dividend it 
will be of not the slightest difference to us 
how much the profits are, or what the price 
of gasmay be. All the additional money ts 
paid into the City Treasury, becomes an 
jtem of the city’s revenue. You will there- 
fore see that we will have no object in put- 
ting up the price of gas to the consumer. 
What we will sell it for will be a matter for 
the city to determine, and wil) depend on 
the amount which the city expects to derive 
fiom the new plan. The engagement, you 
gee, is mutual. We need not be afraid that 
the eity will ever attempt to put the con- 
reo te price dewn to ruinous figures, 
because in that event the city will suffer by 
the logs of the revenue it has a right to ex- 
pect. At thé same time the company will 
have no\ reas0h to increase the price, be- 


cause, iy that event, the stockholders

Then you see there is this difficulty in the 
way. We havea perpetual charter. Theirs

As the chafter of tho St. Louis Gas Light 
Company expires, if the city refuses to 
renew it, we will purchase their mains, 
pipes, ete., and will thus be able to supply 
the whole city. If they cannot get a charter, 
the directors will not only be willing, 
but anxious to sell.. Then we will have 
the whole city under our control. 
No proposition from the St, Louis Gas 
Light Company can take this shape, on ac- 
count of the fact that our charter leaves us 
here permanently. No, we want to be per- 
fectly fair. I advocated a proposition exact- 
ly like this, twenty-four years ago. If it had 


been accepted, there would. be 
only one gas company, how, and 
the city would have derived 
millions of dollarsin revenue. I trust that 


the Council will now see that itis fair, equi- 
table and remunerative to the taxpayers.” 

The present capital of the Laciede Com - 
pany, on which the dividend will be asked, 
is about $2,300,000. Ifthe property of the 
other company is secured, of course this will 
be increfsed, by a mutual understanding 
between the city and the company. There 
are many details,which the proposition does 
not touch, and which will be arranged aiter- 
wards, . 


The St. Louis Gas Company. 
The history of the St. Louis Gas Light 
Company has been one huge fraud. It start- 
ed originally witha capital of $50,000. Of 
this, the city of St. Louis took $10,000 in stock 
and paid down every cent of the money. 
of the balance only about $25,000 was sub- 
scribed. The stock was watered up to 
$600,000, where it now stands. When 
this watering process took effect each stock- 
holder was given twelve shares in 
exchange for each one share he heid. 
The only exception was wade in the case of 
the city, which never received a single share 
except what it originally purchased. It is 
very evident that the St. Louis Company 


has become frightened, as will be 
seen by the offer made _ unofficially 
in Mr. Newman’s interview below. 


But it comes entirely too late, as the Laclede 
Company have their offer perfected and 
ready. Theinterview with Mr. Newmani s 
a ‘‘feeler,” and would have been followed 
probably by a proposition, if the one given 
above had not been sprung. 
ENORMOUS DIVIDENDS. 

To show what money the St. Louis Com- 
pany makes,wnile it is claiming that it can’t 
reduce gas below $2 50 per thousand, the fol- 
lowing figures will suffice. A Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter looked over Comptroller 


Adreon’s books this morning, with 
the following result: The city bas, 
as stated, $10,000 in gas _ stock. 


From 1875 to 1880, inclusive, no dividends 
were paid, because the litigation with the 
city was going on. In the latter year, after 
the company won the suit from the city, 
there was paid into the city treasury $8,000, 
as the accumulated dividends of 
the five years on $10,000 capital. 
In the year 1881, two dividends were paid, 
each amounting to $3,000, which is a cash 
return of 60 per cent per annum on $10,000. 
In 1882, three dividends were paid, the first 
being ; $3,000, the second $1,000 and the 
third $5,000. This is a total of $7,000 
in one year, or 70 per cent dividend per an- 
num, This year there have been paid two 
dividends, one of $3,000 and the other, $2,000, 
on the city’s stock, making 530 per cent so 
far. Another of probably $3,000is expected 
in December. 
THE 8ST. LOUIS COMPANY’S OFFER. 


A reporter called at the St. Louis Gas 
Company and found Mr. Soc. Newman. the 


manager of the company. 

“What do you think of the, statement of 
Mr. Forstall, the president of the American 
Gaslight Association, in his repert to that 
body that the total cost of 1,000 feet of gas 
delivered to the consumer should not exceed 
65 cents ?”

“SHORT CARS.” 


Mr, Walsh's Suggestion Deemed 
- Practicable., 


The Slight Objections Against Such a 
System—Councilman Rowse’s Views— 
The Plan Considered Feasible. 


The plan suggested by Mr. Julius S. Waish yés- 
terday as asolution for the overcrowded street 
car evilappears to take very well with the pub- 
lic. His suggestion is, and he speaks for his lines 
alone, that cars during the evening hours be per 
mitted to turn back after they have completed 
one-half or two-thirds the full wip now required 
by law to be made. Thus two out of three cars 
on the Franklin avenue line would turn at the 
time of evening when the crowds aré greatest at 
Garrison avenue, instead of making the full trip: 
on the Chouteau avenue line every two out of 
three cars could turn at Lafayette Park, and on 
the Union Line at Hyde Pare. This Would be a 
saving of 25 per cent of the capacity of the com- 
yand would give acar every minute anda 
half instead of every two and three minutes as 
now. Experience has shown that where a 


car on the Chouteau avenue line leaves the 
Fourth street terminus at 6 o’ctock in the even- 
ing, crowded to its utmost capacity, its cargo is 
entirely discharged by the time it iéacnes Lufay - 
ette Park.

SHORT TRIP CARS. 

The suggestion of Mr. Junius WaLsH to 
run. short trip cars, as published in this 
paper, scems to usa sensible and practical 
idea in the way of relieving travel on the 
crowded lines. 

In justice to the street railway companies 
it must be admitted that the lines which 
serve the residence districts are burdened 
by the necessity of carrying passengers 4 
long distance; the distance should not be 
made any longer than necessary.

The Water Gas Company. 


St. Lovis, November 22, 1883. 
To the Editor of ‘the Post-Dispatch. 


Your‘excellent journal, in its edition of Wednes- 
day evehing, wisely advises the City Councll 
against taking any steps which may hereafter 
“barter away” any municipal rights to gas con 
panies. 


But pardon me for suggesting one or two points 
bearing on this issue, and referred to in your col- 
unims, touching which I think sour apprehensions 
may not be well founded. 
| 1. As tothe danger of fastening an additional 
monopoly on the city, , 

As to a legal monopoly, a mohopoly which will 
stand the test of a lawsuit, it is difficult to see 
how the Water Gas Company will be able to as- 
sert such aclaim. The original ordinance uader 
which it is acting provides (sec.7) that “nothing in 
this ordinance shall be construed as. giving Thos. 
Howard, his associates, successors or assigns,any 
exclusive rights of privileges or prevent the city 


from granting to other parties the same or simi- 
lat rights or privileges. , 

Obviously, this provision binds the presént com- 
pany as well as the original incorporators. 

Independently ot the ordinance, it has never 
been pretended that a monopoly can be created 
except by virtue'of an exclusive graut given in ex- 
gross ans unmistakable terms by the Legislature. 

he St.Louis Gas Light Company founas its claim 
on nothing else. 

Furthermore, under the present Constitution 
(Art. li,sec.4) all grants of this sort are prohibited. 

As to practical © epee oe i. @., those 
which in fact drive away competition, it is hara- 
ly to be anticipated that the city, by putting an- 
other cumpetitor in the fleid, without clothing it 
with special privileges, will increase the dangers. 

Granting all that may be said as to consolida- 
tion of companies, itis certainly true that one 
somenay holding the territory north and another 
south of Washington avenue, without a rival, 
would be more on the line of practical monopolies 
than two or more companies occupying the same 
territory. 

It is undoubtedly the fact that the Water Gas 
Company is now, at least, at swords’ points with 
the old companies, and that its antagonism has 
already poe down gas in one-half of the eity 
$1 per 1,000 feet, And its consolidation with its 
ee can hardly be assumed as a foregone con- 
clusion. 

2. Youare of opinion that the “grant of this 
franchise (to the Water-Gas Company) will give 
away to a comparatively unknown corporation a 
right which will, in 1890, have a cash value var- 
iously estimated at from three to six millions of 
dollars. It will deprive the city of the only ad- 
Vantage it now possesses in providing for the fut- 
ure at the expiration of the St. Louis Gas Com- 


cay My contract, and shut it out from any possibil- 
ht 


y of realizing on its Vajuable rights.” Are your 
antietpations in this regard not based on a misap- 
prehension of the franchise to be granted? What 
rights is the city called on to “give away?” The 
wroposed ordinance doesn’t prevent the city 
rom giving the same right to lay mains and fur- 
hish gas to any other company or companies 
which may be formed. 

While it 1s understood to, and will, doubtless, 
as it ought to, fasten restrictions on this gompany, 
it does not bind the ~- by any contract to take 
this company’s gas. t is at liberty to make 
what contracts it shall please, without let or hin- 
dranece. If hereafter, in event of the removal of 
Judge Lubke’s injunctien, or on the expiration of 
the vid company’s charter, the Water Gas Com- 
pany shoui apply the whole city with gas at 
$1 50 per 1.000 feet, there would hardly bea bon- 
anza to it of ‘‘from three to six million dollars.”’ 

All citizens agree with you that proper safe- 
guards to the publie should pe attached to the 
ordinance, and, such being the case, the grant to 
another company of a right of competition would 
hardly be productive of injury to the city.

Mir. Bonham Refuses to Make Any State 


ment of Hia Affairs. 

The business troubles which involve the grocery 
house of A. K. Bonham & Co. of this city have 
been the subject of much discussion on "Change 
and in the street. Mr. Bonham has as yet made 
no nasignment, and is as much in doubt as to the 
outcome as he was Wedoesday evening, when the 
news of the failure of his partuers was conveyed 
to him through a dispatch in this paper. Since 
then he has repeatedly telegraphed to his part- 
ners in Vicksburg for information concerning 
their troubles and acvice as to what te to do, but 
as yet has not received any definite answer. He 
says the only news he has received from Vicks- 
burg has been through the papers. Mr. Bonham’s 
losses ln grain, il ix said, Amonnt to $100,000, and 
the liabilities of the firm in St. Louis were £83,000. 
Tne firm owes $10,000 to the Vality 
National Bank, $13,000 to the Mechanics’ Bank, 
and $5,000 to the Merchants’ Nationai Bank. 
The presidents of these institutions =§ say 
that they hold sufficient Collateral of the 
firm to secure them against loss. The manner in 
which the fim have become involved ia the tail- 
ure of the Vicksburg bank is explained in this 
way: Bonham, on the indorsement of the Vicke- 
burg bank, borrowed large sums of money froin 
St. Louis banks, apparently for himself. These 
sums be forwarded to the Vicksburg bank. Thus 
the bank below borrowed through him, and in- 
stead of precipitating a failure in Vicksburg Bon- 
ham really postponed it. Mr. Bouham will make 
no statement to the press @utli be has heard in ful! 
from Vicksburg. He is generaliy believéd to have 
been a Victiin, and his hesilancy in speaking eou- 
firms this belief. Much sympathy is expressed ior 
hiin.

A LAND GRANT. 


Cc. P. Huntington's Scheme to Ob- 
tain a Title. 


15,000,000 Acres Involved—The Question 

Will Come Before the House of Repre- 

sentatives—A Statement of the Situa- 

‘ tion and How Mr. Huntington is Inter- 
esting Himself. 


Ry Telegraph te the Post-Dispaton. 

WASHINGTON, November 2s.—C. P. Hunt- 
ington has been in and out of Washington 
during the last two weeks keeping a very 
sharp eye upon the politica) situation, for he 
has a very great interest in the organization 
of the next House. He is at present absent 
from Washington, and probbaly will not re- 
turn until next week. He has two very in- 


teresting matters t look after. Oneinvolves 
the title to 15,000,000 acres uf land. Another 
is to stave off any investigation into his per- 
sonal expenditures made here during the 
winter that the Thurman Dill was passed. 
This last subject was brought up in @ recent 
suit in.San Francisco. In this suit it was 
charged that Huntingten spent $600,000 here 
during that winter. In this suit he 
WAS CALLED UPON TO ITEMIZE 
this enormous expenditure. The record of 
this trial will form the basis for a special in- 
vestigation by the House of Representatives. 
The make-up of this investigating commit- 
tee is a very important matter to Mr. Hunt- 
ington. Thetitie to the 15,000,000 acres of 
land is another question which will cvine up 
befere the House 0 ntatives 
for consideration. This land was_origi- 
nally granted te the Usaion  Pacitic 
Railroad, when Tom Scott was alive, 
for the purpose of .constructing a compct- 
ing line to the Central Pacific. The Texas 
Pacitic was hever completed 80 as to acquire 
atitie. The Southern Pacific, owned and 
controlled by the Central, built its line east 
until it met the Texas Pacific: Up to that 
time they 
HAD BEEN RIVAL ORGANIZATIONS. 
Soon after this they ‘“‘pooled their issues” 
and ente into a mutual agreement to 
work together as one line and never paralle! 
each ether. The ‘Texas Pacific then 
assigned its iand grant to the 
Seuthern Pacific. The latter company then 
claimed the Jand upon the ground that the 
original act permitted the Texas Pacific to 
assign its grant The Southern Pacific has 
never been able to establish this point yet. 
it is Claimed that the land was forleietd be- 
fore the treaty was made, and if it had not 
been that the Texas Pacific has not complied 
with any of the requirements of the orlg- 
inal grant, and therefore had no title to as- 
sign. Huntington tried his best last year 
tu get some action in Congress 
FAVORABLE TO HIS VIEW. 
E. John Eilis of Louisiana, was the most 
active member for the Huntington scheme. 
The Texas Pacitic Railroad Committee Was 
in favor, but a few active anti-railroad men, 
headed by Judge Payson of Lilinois, succeed- 
ed in defeating the scheme. After Congress 
adjourned, Huntiugton madea dead set upon 
the Interior Department to have a Commis- 
sion appointed to examine the line and issue 
patents for the land. He contended 
that the re-establishment of a through 
line by the junction of the Texas 
Pacific and the Suuthern Pacific was a prac- 
ticai accomplishment of the requirements of 
the original-grant. Judge Payson, a foriner 
member of the House Judiciary Committee, 
was in San Francisco when this first move 
befure ihe intefior Department was made. 
He telegraphed to bave 
THE HEARING DELAYED, 
and the result was he arrived in Washington 
to make an argument before the Secretary of 
the Interior. Judge Payson showed very 
ciearly that the Southern Pacific 
had no real title to the iand; 
that it was originally intenued 
tw build upa competing line to the Central 
Pacific, and that it would be worse than 
eriméinal folly to make a present to the Cen- 
trai Pacific of this great grant. He also 
dwelt upon the fact that when the Southern 
Pacific came to Congress for a charter it 
specially stipulated that it would mot ask a 
doliar for aid. The result of this has been te 
decide Secretary Teller te take no action 
upon the matter, but refer the subject 
to Congress. it is prebabie, however, 
that Secretary Teller in his — will 
show very clearly that he oes not 
believe Mr. Huntington has any claim to the 
land. Assoonas Huntington saw that the 
jInterior Department 
WAS AGAINST HIM 
he sought te get the matter transferred to 
the Attorney-General && a more triendty 
court. He has worked very hard te get some 
action that would help him before Congress 
should meet. He has failed in this, owing to 
the firmness of Secretary Teller. Mr. Hunt- 
ington has denied that he is taking any part 
in the Speakership canvass. U pon 
the surface he may not be, 
but he has here two agents, 
who are watching very closely the resuits re- 
ported at tne headquarters of the leading 
candidates. Mr. Sherril, whd has watched 
his interests here fur years, has charge in 
Mr. Huntington's absence. Neither he nor 
any of his strikers have done muchas yet in 
At pres- 
ent they are holding aloof. 
THE ChY OF RAILROAD INFLUENCE 
has been raised so often in the Jast three or 
four days that it has made them shy. It is 
believe that this railroad influence 
is most friendly to Randall, and would prefer 
to see him elected Sveaker. It is not proba- 
bie thatthe railway people will be active 
until toward the very last. There is a grow- 
ing suspicion in Washington that money is 
to play a very important part in the Speaker- 
ship fight before it is settiea. There are a 
numberof members vigilantly looking for 
any outward sign of lobby influence. So 
well is this understood that the greatest care 
will have to used to avoid 
sensational exposure. Col. Morrison 
said to-night that the sectional cry was be-

Her Collection Estimated to be 
Worth $200,000. ; 


The St. Louis Choral Society—The Hess

New York, November 23.—Patti’s dia- 
monds cost her $200,000, and she is terribly 
afraid of them. She insists upon baving 
nothing to do with them beyond wearing 
them during one act of the opera. The care 
of her diamonds costs her quite a 
sum of money. They are worth looking after. 


“One of her stones, weighing I don’t know 
how many hundred carats, belonged to 
Catherine of Russia,” so said Col. Maple- 
son to a reporter yomersey- “Her great 
triple necklace,’*continued the Colonel, *‘con- 
tains 122 diamonds of an average value of 
$600. Her string of turquoises, which she 
wearsin the first act of ‘La Traviata’ Is 
unique, ard cannot be matched, Ido not 
know what it is worth, 
PROBABLY ABOUT $25,000. 
She is known to buy fine stones, and when a 
London or Paris jeweler comes across some- 
thing really ont of the way he sends a de- 
séription of it to Patti. In this wav she has 
collected jewels which will sell to-day for at 
least $200,000, apart from the associations. 
But she is in constant fear Jest they attract 
burglars or highwaymen. I have often been 
surprised to find strange men, looking like 
Sheriff's officers, standing around the 
stage. Upon inquiry 1 find they are 
Patti’s diamond men. She has «four 
ofthem. Two are professional detectives 
and two are watchmen from the Windsor 
Hotel, where Patti lives when in New York. 
On the nignt when the divais to sing these 
men get from the great safe in the hotel the

CONTAINING THE DIAMONDS, 
and take itina carriage to the academy. 
They wait around the door of Patti’s dress- 
ing-room uutil her maid asks for the bag, 
when it is handed in. Soon after 
Patti comes out wrapped a 
long cloak, which she wears. until 
she makes her entrance. The diamund men 
keep their eyes on her. Assoon as she is 
through with them the men leave as siiently 
as they came. Patti always insists that she 
never carries diamonds with her, for she 
says that ‘if it was known that | carried 
them who knows but 1 should be attacked or 
my carriage tipped over or the coachman’s 
throat cut.’ All other stories about Patti's 
diamonds are counterfeit and without my 
siguature.”’

The Choral Society Concert. 

The St. Louis Choral Society gave its first 
concert of this season’s series last 
evening inthe Natatorium. The place as 
being in any way devoted tothe uses of art 


is suggestive only of artin its primitive and 
rudest stages of development. The work of 
no musical society could fail of depreciation 
—perhaps unconscious, but none the less 
real—in a piace of such dreary unsuitable- 
ness and incongruity iu every essential par- 
ticular. Thirty years ago in this city of 
great progress St. Louis people climbed 
three flights of stairs to hear a concert. They 
are still doing that, or worse; for when they 
tollsomely reach the elevation of the Library 
Hall they at least fina a room designed 
for such uses and in some degree 
adapted to them. Armory Hall 
at least has bigness, and this is some ato ne< 
ment for its bareness. But as the aggregate 
financial resources of the St. Louis military 
and musical organizations are unequal to 
modeling the stairways of Armory Hatt 80 
that they will not be an actual menace and 
a possible peril to assembling or departing 
audiences, it becomes a question of several 
stories skyWard or of tnprovised but unin- 
viting sheiter nearer terra finna.

ST. CECEEIA. 


The Feast of the Patron Saint of Music 
and Harmony. 


Yesterday was celebrated in Europe and 
this country as the feast of St. Cecelia. There 
are in varioug sections of the country very 
strong Cecelia societies connected with the 
Catholic; Church, Their object has been 
stated to be the removal of operatic or fig- 
ured music from the church. Ne formal ub- 
servance of the day was madein St. Louis. 


The Encyclopedia Britannica says under 
the head of Cecelia, Saint: “‘A passing word 
in the very apocryphal legend of this saint 
has caused her name to be one of the best 
known in the calendar. It is related, among 
other circumstances, purely legendary, that 
Cecelia often united instrumental music to 
that of her voice:in singing the praises of 
the Lord. On this all ber fame had been 
founded, and she has become the special 
patroness of music and musicians all the 
world over. Half the musical societies 
in Europe are named after her, 
and her supposed musical acquirements have 
led the sisters of a sister art tu find subjects 
tor their works in episodes of her life. The 
grand painting by phael at Bologna, in 
which the saint ig represented wravped in 


same defect, sometimes ineven a larger de- 
gree, was noticeable throughout the even- 
ing, The Rubinstein number was entirely 
new in St. Louis, and has rarely been sung 
in this country. Itis light music, but is in 
every way graceful and melodious. Miss 
Alice Lansden was the soloist, than whom a 
better selection for this number could scarce- 
ly have been made. She sang it charmingly. 
‘The orchestra must have surprised itself, as 
it did everybody else, by the delicacy of its 
accompaniment. ‘The number was success- 
fully A poms from every point of view. It goes 
without saving that the fitness of tnings 
was iliustrated by giving for the first time in 
St. Louis Rubinstein’s “*‘Water Nymph,” in 
the Swimming School, 

“Thanks Be to God” is one of the best 
choruses in Mendelssohn’s greatest dramatic 
work. It is familiar to ail experienced cho- 
rus singers. It is at once melodious and 
massive. A large reinforcement in tenors 
and altos would have been requisite to make 
it fairly effective.SWe are also tempted to in- 
quire why, with a full work by Mendelssohn 
for the second part, Mr. Otten selected a 
chorus from “Elijah"”’ to immediately pre- 
cede it? Would not the interest of the pro- 
grainme have been enhanced had this num- 
ber been taxen from one of the great con- 
trasting works of Haydn or Handel?

This is stated to have happened at Rome 
when one Amalius was prefect; but no such 
name is known to history. it is unfortunate 
also for Cecelia’s claim toa footingon the 
solid soil of history, that the earliest writer 
who makes mention of her, Fuortunatus,. 
Bishop of Protiers, represents her to have 
died in Sicily between 176 and 180, Itis ab- 
surdly stated in the Biographie Universeile 
that Cecelia’s name is fuund in the most an- 


cient martyrologics, whereas, as may be seen 
from Baronius, the earliest of these docu- 
ments was compilca by Pope Clement 
in the year 100. . . The 


“The Hymn of Praise” is full of technical 
difficuities, requiring careful study, and, in 
its sulos, supertor vocal ability. This it had 
in two of the soloists, Mrs. Cun- 
ningham and Miss Lansdev, who sang all 
their numbers dejightingly. The tenor, Mr. 
Hein was embarrassed by his unfaiiliarty 
with the English janguage. He has natur- 
ally a pleasant voice of limited range, and, 
in some respects, especially in his phrasing, 
exhibits the results of judicious culture. | 
But he hasa bad habit of compressing his | 
upper tones in a way that grows tiresome to 
the audience, and evidently wearying to the 
voice; fur towards the close, especially in 
the duet with Mrs, Cunningham, it was per- 
sistently false. 

lt was evidentiy Prof. Otten’s purpose to 
give particular attention only to correct 
reading and intonation in the second part of 
the concert, as points of expression were 
practically ignored. The rigid regularity of 
the director’s beat for soloists and chorus 
could hardly have been more exactif the 
monotonous measure of the metronome had 
controlled it, The lovely duet and chorus 
in the fiith number, especially, was 
shorn of much of its beauty’ by 
this unyielding steadiness of wove- 
ment. The test of the chorus as 
to pitch was successfully made in the unac- 
companied choral, “Let all men praise the 
sord.’ 

The society enters upon its season’s work 
with gratifving additions of active and sup- 
porting meinbers and with increased appre- 
ciation Of its position and purposes among 
both these classes of adherents. It is the 
legitimate “heir at law” of all that has been 
done in the past to establish upon sure 
feundations an English-speaking choral so- 
ciety in St. Louis, and as such has the first 
claim to recognition and support. Moreover. 
it is making substantial progress each year, 
aud, whatever its successes or failures, it 
must stand asthe foremost representative in 
St. Louis of this branch of musical art.
